All the dead were blacks. 

A government statement said 
that the cancellation of call-up 
exemptions was caused by “the 
need for sufficient trained man- 
power to deal effectively with the 
recent upsurge in terrorist in- 

Reclassifications 

Men in civilian posts previously 
classified as vital now are liable 
for service in the jungle war and 
exceptions will be madé only in 
“extremely compassionate cases.” 

Two weeks ago, the Rhodesian 
government announced that all 
army and police reservists were 
liable to indefinite anti-insur- 
gency service, effectively swelling 
the regualr forces from about 
5,000 men to a potential 55,000. 

In another development, a For- 
eign Affairs Department spokes- 
man said the U.S. government 
“is completely out of touch" with 
Rhodesia. and incapable of ac- 
curately assessing the security 
situation. 

The State Department yester- 
day warned. the estimated 900 
Americans living in Rhodesia to 
make contingency plans for an 
orderly evacuation in the event 
of further escalation in the black 
guerrilla campaign. 

The warning, issued by the

Tnformed guesses put the 
number of Americans here at 
about 2,000. They include mis- 
sionaries and doctors, business- 
men and housewives, transplant- 
ed farmers, adventurers and fu~ 
gitives.

Congress Assailed 

Defense Minister Pieter ven der 
Byl accused the U.S, Congress 
today of “cowardly and treacher- 
ous behavior” in opposing Presi- 
dent Ford's efforts to sustain the 
pro-Western liberation move- 
ments in the Angolan civil war. 

Speaking at a parade of Rho-

settlers, 

“We will not under any eireum~ 
stances undertake an upholding 
operation.” Mr. Rhoodie said in 
his office in the capital. “Mili- 
tery intervention by South Afr 
i uphold the Rhoadesien sore 
ment is absoluicly ot of the 
question.” . 

Increase Pressure 


Mr. Rhoodie is considered one 

of the most influential figures 
in the government. His remarks 
were viewed as a move to in- 
crease South African pressure for 
@ peaceful settlement that would 
transfer power in Rhodesie to the 
country’s 6.1 million blacks. 

Privately, officials here have 
said that South Africa has in- 
formed the Smith government 
that the most it could expect. in 
an extreme crisis, was a “rescue 
operation” to evacuate Rhodesian 
settlers.. As a precedent, the af- 
ficials cited the events following 
independence of the former Eel- 
e@lan Congo more than a derade 
ago. when U.S. forces joined in 
evacuating whites. 

By taking a hard line with the 

Salisbury government. South 
Africa hopes to persuade Mr. 
Smith to abandon his refusal to 
accept a swift transition to ma- 
jority rule. 
: However, there is some doubt 
whether Mr. Vorster would be 
able to sustain his hands-off 
policy if guerrilla activities were 
to .escalate to the point where 
white ‘sctiiers were being killed 
in large numbers. It is widely 
believed here that the powerful 
right wing of the ruling Nation- 
alist party might, in that case, 
force the government to inter- 
vene.

northwest Spanish coastline, 

The oijl-covered body of Fran- 
elseo Eduardo Rodriguez, 41, cap- 
tain of the Spanish tanker that 
went agrownd at the entrance of 
La Coruna harbor Wednesday, 
washed ashore near a breakwater 


at midday. The captain had. 


jumped from the ship Wednesday 
when it began to explode. The 
crew had earlier been removed to 
safety. 

Port authorities refuzed to give 
a damage estimate. Occancgraphy 
experts said that gulf currents 
could carry the oi] as far as the 
Caribbean in the months ahead. 


But an operation was halted 
to pour detergents on the 65- 
timated 25,000 tons of oil that 
leaked from the tanker after an 
explosion and fire. The military 
marine command said that a 
Dutch team would attempt io 
pump the remaining. 85,000 tons 
of oil irom the half-submerged 
ship as soon as it cooled off. Ib 
was still smouldering today.

U.S. Tycoon Carves an Empire Out of Amazon 


By Jonathan Kandell 


BELEM. Brazil, May 144 (NYT: 
—About 250 miles west of this 
northern Amazon jungle capital, 
a man has carved out for him- 
self the largest private land- 


‘holding in Brazil and perhaps in 


the Americas. 

He-is clearing the jume_le, 
planting forests of imported trees, 
harvesting thousands of tons of 
rice, building a cattle herd, ex- 
ploiting large rare-mineral 
deposit, laying out all-weather 
roads and adding facilities to an 
already impressive port he 
installed a few years ago. 

In the next two years, he plans 
to start a muitimillion-dovar ply- 
wood faetory bought in Japan 
and brought to Brazil on 2 barge. 
Tf that works out, he will bring 
over another in 1980. 

He bas already invested at least 
$150 million.in his jungle venture. 
After nine years, it has not furn- 
ed a dollar in profit. And since 
the owner is almost 80 years old, 
there is very little chance that 
he will recover his vast invest- 
ment, 

The man is Daniel Ludwig, an 
American tycoon. a secretive and 
eccentric billionaire. 

3 Million Acres 

His Amazon estate, called the 
Jari Forestry and Ranching Co., 
spreads across 3 million acres— 
not quite as large as Connecticut 
and Rhode Island combined but 
more than three times the size 
of the giant King Ranch of 
Texas. 

Few oulsiders have been in- 
vited to seb foot in Jari—a 
Brazilian president, a handful of 
bankers, some businessmen. Local 
politicians complain that they 
have no access to their constit- 
uents among the 20,000 persons 
—workers and their family mem- 
bers—tho jive at Monte Dou- 
rado, the jungle city that Mr. 
Ludwig has built for them. 

Mr. Ludwig is known in the 
United States as the owner of 
2 shipping fleet larger than 


that of the late Aristotle Onas- 


sis. Real estate, mining, petro- 
chemicals and savings-and-loan 
associations are the other bul- 
warks of his empire. 

An American who has visited 
dari claims to see ἃ certain 
business logic in the investment, 

“You should think of Ludwig 
as a bulk shipper,” he said, “Al- 
most all his projects use the 
shipping network he has around 
the world. He just seems to be 
looking for buiks to produce and 
ship. Thanks to the Amazon, Jari 
ean plug into this network pretty 
easily. And, I think, it was the 
first thing he looked for.” 

Favorite Project 

But there 1s Hitle doubt that 
Jari has become his favorite proj- 
ect in the twilight of his life. 

‘ “He talks about Jari with more 
enthusiasm and detail than about 
all his tankers and mines,” said 
® Brazilian businessman who has 
met him several times. “Imagine, 
the man is 79 or 80 and he can 
hardly contain himself about 2 
project that is not going to real- 
ize its potential for another 10 
years, if ever. At his age, he is 
still flying off into that Jungle 
Tour or five times a year.”

Japan's real economic growth dur=

review, I usually take notes, 
jotting down quotable lines, vir- 
tues and flaws, related ideas or 
anything else I can use in 
describing and evaluating the 
work.

Even 
im suspense fiction, chuckling is 
8 bad sign.- A chuckle is even 
more suspense-dissipating than 
a character who “snaps” or “re- 
torts.” Chuckling is about on a 
par vith people who curse silently, 
steadily, bitterly or helplessly 
when the plot goes against them. 


Benchley is the author of 
“Jaws,” and on the strength of 
his having goose-pimpled an 
astonishing proportion of the 
Population with that book, it 
seemed natural to regard “The 
Deep” as newsworthy, even if it 
turned out to be worthy in no 
ether way. - ᾿ 


Unfortunately, the author hag 
trivialized the ocean, his strongest 
ally and last natural source of 
mystery this side of science fic- 
tion, into a mere treasure chest. 
The majesty that Melville and 
Conrad caught there—that even 
Benchley fished for in “Jaws"— 
has largely disappeared. The vil- 
lain here is no elemental force 
of nature but a mere man, one 
only marginally more greedy and 
unethical than the average.
